Indianapolis, Ind., July

I he 
summer of 1 9 U will pass into his­ 
tory with no record of a decisive 
victory for either side in the Indi­ 
ana liquor war. 
With both the wets 
and drys strongly 
entrent*heil 
and 
fighting 
for 
every 
yard 
of 
the 
ground, and with ammunition plen­ 
tiful, there have been bitter battles 
— and there will be more latter bat­ 
tles— but autumn will see the iorces 
deadlocked. 
True the drys have gained some 
cities and have added three counties 
to their list, but the total of votes 
cast shows the standing nearly fifty- 
fiftv. 
In fact the drys 
have 
cast 
18,370 votes in 19 cities while the 
wets cast 17,570. 
The Dry percent­ 
age was 51.5. 
Leaders of the dry forces in the 
“labyrinth” of 
Indiana 
feel 
en­ 
couraged, however. Though they ad­ 
mit the probability of a protracted 
struggle, they point to the fact that 
while they gain ground inch by inch, 
gradually advancing their lines, they 
have at only one point lost ground 
previously held by them at Coving­ 


ton. 
Saloons have been voted out of 
six different cities in the past few 
m o n th s. 
This was a lo*s of 54 sa ­ 
loons to the Wet*. 
In that time 27 
saloons have been 
voted 
out 
of 
towns and tow nships.. Also eleven 
saloons were remonstrated out of 
the Seventh ward in New Albany. 
The wets then have lost 92 saloons 
while they gained five at Covington. 
The three wet counties ot Morgan, 
Blackford and Fulton 
have 
been 
added to the dry list making 33 dry 
counties out ot a total of 92. Since 
the counties having large cities are 
generally wet it will be seen that the 
Wets are by no means in the “no- 
body-loves-me” class. 
But the drys now have 57 county 
seats, leaving only 35 county seats 
for the Wets. 
In addition to these 
57 cities the Drys have 34 cities. 
In the midst of the campaign, 
the 
wets tried a 
flank 
movement, 
the 
success of which has not been de­ 
termined. 
The wets formed the In­ 
diana Law Enforcement and Reform 
league, the purpose of which as an­ 
nounced, is to bring about enforce­ 
ment of existing laws, and gradually 
to change the American saloon into 
the European “drinking cate’’ with­ 
out bars, treating etc. 
The evident 
idea was not only to cause disaffec­ 
tion in the Dry ranks but also to de­ 
monstrate to neutrals that the li­ 
quor forces are not as bad as they 
have been pictured. 
The “wide-open’’ days are going. 
Both sides now stand openly for law 
enforcement. The saloonkeeper who 
breaks the law in Indiana will find 
the brewer and the reformer 
after 
him. The law breaking saloon-keep­ 
er is in the “nobody-loves-me” class 


for sure. 
The war between wets and drys 
will continue, with engagement* here 
and there, right up to winter. Dry 
forces in Anderson have decided to 
call an election in Fall, and their ed­ 
ucational campaign is already under 


way. 
Dry forces in M ishawaka are 
taking a poll of the city and an elec­ 
tion may be called iii the fall. 


The wets are circulating a p e t i ­ 
tion in Tipton, 
calling 
lur a 
city 
election. 
They will present tin* pe­ 
tition in Tipton, ('tiling for a city 
election. 
They will present the peti- 
tition in August.. The Dry majority 
there two years ago wa* 120. 


Things are shaping up for a wet 
and dry election in Kendallville in 
the fall.

Wealth is Increasing 


The Bureau of the Census 
has 


brought together into two volumes 
all the statistics pertaining to 
wealth, debf; and taxation that have 
•been issued in various bulletins the 
past year. The bureau, estimates the 
total wealth of the United States in 
1912, exclusive of Alaska and insu- 
lar possessions, at $187,739,000,000 
showing an increase of 75 per cent 
in eight yeafs. It is frankly an es- 
timate, but the bureau believes that 
it is as accurate as the previous es- 
timate in 1904. 
The great increase 


in 
railway valuation, 
however, 


raises the suspicion that part of the 
growth is represented by a change 
in the basis of valuation for pur- 
poses 
of taxation. But however 


much guesswork- thereNnay be in 
the estimate of the wealth of the 
country, the figures on the growth 
in public indebtnoss is indisputable. 
The net public indebtness in 1913 
reached the total of $4,850,461,000. 
The federal debt was $1,028.564,000 
or $10,59 per capita. The combined 
debts of all the slates amounted to 
but-$345,942,000, or $3.57 per capita 
The debt of Jill flic counties amount- 
ed to $371,528,000, -or $4.33 per 
capita. The municipal indebtedness 
amounted 
to 
$2,844,883,000, or 


$54.27 per capita. It 
will be ob- 


icrvcd that municipal indebtedness 
was much more than half the total. 


The per capita 
figures, 
except 


those on the national debt, have lit- 
tle meaning. 
Some states have no 


indebtedness at all. Some counties 
are similarly blest, or, in some in- 
stances, curst. The per capita fig- 
ures on municipal indebtedness are 
especially misleading,' for inhabit- 
ants of rural districts bear no part 
of it. In some cities the per capita 
debt is very high) being $178.38 in 
New York. In St. Louis it is only 
$27.75. The increase in municipal 
indebtedness throughout 
the entire 


country between 1902 arid 1913 was 
114 per cent. There has been a vast 
increase in revenues, due to higher 
valuations and increased tax rates, 
but the expenditures have run be- 
yond them, the deficit in municipal- 
ities of over 2500 population in 1913 
being more than $138,000,000. Dur- 
ing the same year the states ran be- 
hind over ,$15,000,000. The national 
deficit for the 
year just closed is 


reported to have been over $35,000.- 
000. 
There is probably little more 


extravagance now than at former 
tunes, but governmental activities 
have been greatly extended. One of 
the gravest problems of the future, 
will be the financing of the public 
business in an equitable manner.

Protestant Churches Meet to Con- 


sider Endowment For Retired 


Ministers of Country 


TO START GENERAL CAMPAIGN 


Hope to be Able to Give Them Half 


of Regular Salary Upon Retir- 


ing—Say They are Underpaid

San Francisco, July 21.—The Cal- 


ifornia State building at the Panama 
Pacific Exposition here 
was the 


scene of a unique gathering today. 
With representatives from practical- 
ly every Protestant church in the 
United States present, the church 
Pension Congress went into session 
to solve the matter of adequate pen- 
sions for retired ministers 
of »the 


Protestant denominations. 


Dr. J. B. Hiugley of Chicago sec- 


retary of the Board of Coui'ereuce 
Claimants of the Methodist Episco- 
pal -church, presided. The prime ob- 
ject iu calling the meeting was to de- 
vise means of raising an endowment 
fund of $50,000,000 for ministerial 
pensions. A general campaign 
of 


nation-wide scope was advocated as. 
the best means of raising the fund. 


It was; planned _ to give each 


preacher at his retirement'one-half 
of the average annual salary ol all 
the preachers in the country there- 
by -giving the minister who has 
served most of his years in a small 
congregation an equal standing in 
the pension mutter with his more 
fortunate brother who has been get- 
ting 
a larger salary in a larger 


church. 


The majority of the speakers laid 


stress on the fact that of all pro- 
fessions the ministry as a whole was 
the poorest paid and in many in- 
stances the compensation was barely 
enough to support the preacher," who 
in the majority of cases had a fam- 
ily to look after/ All speakers'were 
in favor of the pension ?.nd asked 
for concerted action in securing the 
funds which would enable a minister 
after years of hard work in thejpul- 
pit to retire assured that he would 
be taken care of in his declining 
days. 


"Flowers on the coffin cast no 


fragrance 
backward over 
life's 


weary way. Give them the flowers 
now" said Chaplain E. C. Clemans 
of the Third Regiment Minnesota 
National Guard in commenting on 
what would be said and dene for the 
preacher after he is dead. Most of 
us enter the-ministry poor and leave 
it poor," he added. 


Rev. W. S. Holt of the Presbyter- 


ian board,

said, "and think that every retired 
minister should receive a decent sup- 
port on the plans of simple honor 
and as a debt due him." 


The average yearly pension of the 


workman of the various 
corpora- 


tions is far above the average com- 
pensation of the wornout minister, 
was the assertion of Rev. John T. 
Brabner Smith of Chicago, editor 
of the Veteran Preacher. He urged 
the church to follow the corporation 
in taking care of its worn-out' work- 
men. 


Dr. Joseph B. Hingley, the presid- 


ing officer, said he thought the lay- 
man appreciated, the fact that every 
minister 
when he reached 
an age 


where he needed a rest should be 
provided with a pension that will 
tide him over his "old days" A 
minister is singled out among all as 
the man who engages in his work no'i 
to earn a living nor to gain a co^i- 
pefency or wealth.
